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EDITORIAL 


The 1953 Pulitzer prize for American his- 
tory has just been awarded to The Era of 
Good Feelings by George Dangerfield, who 
has tried to straighten out the neglected tan- 
gle of events between the War of 1812 and 
the election of Jackson in 1828. Mr. Danger- 
field draws no clear lesson for the adminis- 
tration of Eisenhower from the administra- 
tions of Monroe and J. Q. Adams. But a good 
soaking in the past, which this steamy tub 
of a book affords, can at least relax nerves 
tense with current worries and give a little 
perspective on the American democratic char- 
acter, which is after all the American fate. 

The actual “era of good feeling,” so called 
because everyone was glad to have peace 
with England, came to an abrupt end scarce- 
ly two years after Monroe’s inauguration 
with the depression of 1819. It was followed 
by a period in which Americans seemed even 
more difficult to govern than usual. Toward 
the end of it, the Secretary of State, Henry 
Clay, was fighting a duel with Senator John 
Randolph (who had said worse things about 
Clay’s department than McCarthy ever said 
about Acheson’s) while President Adams and 
Vice-President Calhoun were “blazing away 
at each other in the Washington newspa- 
pers” under pseudonyms that fooled no- 
body. What held the country together was

its pride, its expanding frontier, and some of 
the smartest foreign policy in our history. 

Dangerfield’s book is full of reminders that 
the greatest of men and nations have ignoble 
moments. During the War of 1812, Boston 
lent far more money to England than to the 
U.S. At the Ghent negotiations J. Q. Adams 
would rise at dawn to read his Bible just as 
Clay, returning from his nightly drinking 
and gambling, wes saying, “Now I lay me 
down to sleep.” That fatally logical genius, 
John C. Calhoun, once "made an attempt at 
writing poetry, produced the single word 
‘whereas’ and never tried again. 

Monroe concmed the spirit of these times 
by promising, in his Second Inaugural, that 
Peyaak ail sgn actaiec ts highest de- 
gree of perfection of which human institu- 
tions are capable.” But Monroe is not the 
hero of this story; nor is Jackson, except as 
an off-stage giant for whom the stage is being 
cleared. The hero is John Quincy Adams, 


Genius and results 


As Monroe’s Secretary of State, Adams 
scored two personal triumphs: the Monroe 
Doctrine and the Treaty with Spain which 
first established an American boundary on 
the Pacific Coast. The details of these tri- 


umphs leave one feeling that personal genius 
and character may be indispensable to great 
events, but affect them in the most unpre- 
dictable ways. Adams’ personal genius, for 
example, is best displayed in his Report on 
Weights and Measures, which had no effect 
on anything. In this masterpiece of mathe- 
matics and moral philosophy, Adams de- 
clared that “If the Spirit of Evil is, before 
the final consummation of things, to be cast 
down from his dominion over men . . . then 
. the metre will surround the globe in 
use as well as in multiplied extension; and 
one language of weights and measures will 
be spoken from the equator to the poles,” 
Congress, having required this report, never 
read it (nor has any Congress adequately con- 
sidered the metric system). It has remained 
“a singular example of the energy that could 
be generated by Monroe's Washington.” 
The Treaty with Spain, on the other hand, 
though it changed the map and history of 
the world, was an achievement less of gen- 
ius and energy than of luck, patience and 
effrontery. Adams’ prolonged negotiations 
with Madrid depended for their success not 
only on shifting moods in European chan- 
celleries, but on General Jackson’s unau- 
thorized foray into Spanish Florida, w

Anti-American feeling in London was such 
that, said the British foreign secretary, “war 
might have been produced by holding up a 
finger.” The finger was not raised. Adams, 
the man of “wrath and vision,” won his 
gamble. He got Spanish signatures on a bor- 
der line that ran all the way from the Sabine 
River to the Oregon shore. It was just an 
imaginary line drawn on an inaccurate map 
over an unexplored wilderness, but “years 
later, by some majestic coincidence, the pio- 
neers who followed the Oregon Trail fol- 
lowed also the treaty line of Feb. 22, 1819.” 

As for the Monroe Doctrine, the corner- 
stone of U.S. foreign policy for a century, 
the circumstances of its birth are more in- 
structive today than the Doctrine itself. 
Canning, the British foreign secretary, had 
been conducting what he called a “firta- 
tion” with the U.S., a country in whose per- 
manent existence Englishmen were just be- 
ginning to believe. He proposed that both 
governments sign a joint statement against 
the Holy Alliance. Monroe was so impressed 
that he consulted ex-Presidents Madison and 
Jefferson, as well as his Cabinet; Jefferson 
called the question “the most momentous 
which has ever been offered to my contempla- 
tion since that of Independence.” He, Madi-

‘Queer, shadowy battle’ 


This is an old story; less so is its eco- 
nomic background, which was the “queer, 
shadowy battle between early American pro- 
tectionism and early British free trade.” 
Lord Liverpool, the Tory prime minister, 
put the real reasons for his “flirtation” in a 
speech in 1820: “Of all the powers on earth, 
America is the one whose increasing popu- 
lation and immense territory furnish the 
best prospects for British produce and man- 
ufactures. Every man, therefore, who wishes 
prosperity to England, must wish prosperity 
to America.” Here was the half-prophetic, 
half-realistic voice of what was later to be- 
come Britain's triumphant 19th Century 
economic liberalism, But Britain was then 
very far from free trade. Her “snarling” re- 
treat from British imperial mercantilism, 
based on Navigation Acts of 1660 and ear- 
lier, took so long that American policy had 
meanwhile withdrawn into protectionism 
and a continental empire of its own, 


These divergent but compatible policies 
—American protectionism and British free 
trade—were each enormously successful for 
their time and purpose. Today our roles in 
the “shadowy battle” are almost exactly re- 
versed. Britain has been desperately revert- 
ing to mercantilism, and the U.S., half- 
aware that it alone can restore and underpin 
a world market, is struggling to find a way 
out of its own obsolete Navigation acts to- 
ward a new trade policy, yet to be defined. 
And unlike what the British were then able 
to offer Adams, a new American trade policy 
must be so designed as to influence British 
policy in the same direction. 

R. A. Butler, Britain’s chancellor of the 
exchequer, confessed last week that he and 
his European friends are getting disillu- 
sioned about the prospects of this new 
American policy. They point ominously to 
the U.S. rejection of a British bid on elec- 
trical equipment for the Chief Joseph Dam. 
Mr. Butler should read The Era of Good Feel- 
ings. It will remind him that democratic 
statesmen need a lot of patience and luck, 
as well as vision and stubbornness, to get 
the right results. Great shifts in policy never 
proceed in straight lines, are never works of 
single genius, nor the consequences of a 
single event.

At 49, Glenn 0. Barcus flies jet fighter missions 
to retaliate against ‘insulting’ Red propaganda

If the Red air force in Korea has an iota of sensitivity to insult, they 
should be happy to learn that next week the rotation program will re- 
move a gentleman named Glenn O, Barcus from the battle area, Lieut. 
General Barcus, commander of the 5th Air Force in Korea, is 49, which 
among pilots flying jets on combat missions is equivalent to 89. Not only 

he been flying on such operations, in a plane adorned with his in- 
signia and an unmistakable name, but he has taken the trouble to hang 
around overhead after each of 13 missions in recent months to tell the 
Communists why he was there in person. 

After the bombs were dropped by the group he was directing on his last 
mission this month, General Barcus noted with satisfaction that the tar- 
gets were smoking and that all his planes would get back safely. Then 
he delivered what he describes as “a slight message to the Communists 
in order to te er manners.” 

This had been written out in advance, was deliv- 
ered from an altitude of 18,000 feet over Pyon, 
quency known to be monitored by the Reds. “This is General Barcus 
speaking,” he said, “I have a message for you from the 5th Air Force.

He continued: “In the future, every time you make 
marks about the 5th Air Force you can ex 
against military targets in your area.

The general had left his seven-room house 
Seoul at 8:45 that morning, driven himself 
toa light-plane base nearby, flown an L-20 to 
a fighter strip south of the city to be briefed, 
and taken off in his F-86 for this operation. 
By noon he was back at the jet fighter base, 
having a pleasant lunch with his wing and 
squadron commanders. 

By 2 p.m. he was back at his desk in Seoul 
for an afternoon of paper work and confer- 
ences. Afterward he had a leisurely dinner at 
home, watched a movie run-off in his living 
room and rolled into bed at 10. He admits that 
he was “a little tired” that night. 

Barcus has a fervor for doing things for him- 
self.

only way a commander can tell how his organization is doing is if he flies 
with them. I've told my commanders that if they're heading up a combat 
unit they’re going to fly with it—and in combat.” 

His longest jet mission in Korea took him to the Yalu last month. He 
went up in company with five top jet pilots, includifig Captain Joe Mc- 
Connell who has 10 MiG kills to his credit. There was also a flight of four 
others behind them in case, Barcus says, “we got in a hassle.” 

Near the Yalu River, General Barcus recalls, they were flying at 42,000 
feet. “We sighted two MiGs in front of us and slightly below us. They 
were heading toward Mukden and we never could have gott 
them.” The general maintains that he flew on these missions " 
to observe and not to fight.” But, he adds, “I wouldn't have stood for 
any insults from those MiGs.” 

Should a three-star general, commander of a force engaged in combat 
operations in the field, get himself into a position to “bounce” two 
enemy fighters and thus risk being shot down, possibly captured? 

Air Force officials in the Pentagon, while acknowledging that it isa 
thoroughly laudable and human principle for a general to want to share 
the risks run by the men under him, point out that a force commander 
knows far too many secrets to expose himself unnecessarily to the possi- 
bility of capture and torture. 

General Barcus is aware of this argument but answers that the risk he 
ran on missions was negligible.

igh quality help with me. I was al- 
ways at great enough altitude so I could have glided to the water where 
rescue is almost certain and capture impossible. 

When asked to say what might have happened if something unforeseen 
had happened and he was captured, he has a 
convincing answer: “'I never had any intention 
of being captured. I would never permit my- 
self to fall into the hands of the enemy.” 

The Air Force has no set age limit they 
consider suitable for jet fliers, though it doe 
give men over 40 additional physical tests, 
principally for the heart. At 49, General Barcus 
is old enough to be the father of the “high 
quality help” that accompanied him on 
missions, but there is no touch of the swash- 
buckler about him. He is soft-spoken, easy 
moving and has a high regard for orderliness. 
He usually wears no medals on his uniforms. 
His white hair, parted in the middle, and his 
smooth, pinkish face with bright blue eyes con- 
vey an impression of a rather courtly gentle- 
man, He has been flying since 1927 and has 
never, in his quietly successful career, had a 
crash or had to bail out of a plane. 

There is no doubt that our pilots in Korea 
admire the general’s stamina and courage. One 
F-86 pilot with three MiGs to his credit told 
me: “We know that we're going to be 49 years 
old some day. We only hope we'll be doing 
as well as he is when that time rolls around.”

HARRISON ARRIVES FOR TRUCE TALKS 


With General Nam Il indicating that he was 
making a major, all-or-nothing concession, the 
Communists last week came out with an eight- 
point truce proposal which Lieut. General Wil 
liam Harrison, chief U.N. negotiator, said was 
“so important that any major decision must 
he made by the governments themselves.” 

The Communist plan is to let a five-nation 
commission take custody of all prisoners who 
do not want to be repatriated. For the next 
four months the Communists would “explain” 
to the prisoners why they ought to return, and 
at the end of that time all remaining prisoners 
would become the problem of the political con- 
ference on Korean peace terms. This confer-

HOW THE RACES 
OF MAN DEVELOPED 


U.N.’s scientific pictures show what races are, how they originated and how they hecame intermingled 


For the past three years sociologists, anthropologists and geneti- 
cists from all over the world have been working together to clar- 
ify one of civilized man’s most confused and contentious con- 
cepts: the ¢ Reviewing evidence from many fields, 
they finally reached genera what is true, and not 
true, about the races of man, The results appeared recently in a 
booklet called What Is Race? whose illustrations by Jean Eakin 
Kleiman appear on these pages. Because racial myths and 
misunderstandings frequently lead to serious co the 
United Nations Educatic vientific and Cultural Organiza- 
tion, which sponsored the project, is translating its booklet 
into seyeral languages and giving it worldwide distribution. 

Scientists agree that there are three main races in the world 
today—Caucasian, Negroid and Mongoloid—and that 
composed of many smaller racial groups (p. 106). To explain 
how races developed, the booklet reviews the history of man on 
earth. All rac umably originated from a common ancestor 
y man, As primitive met din numbers they col- 
ed the continents of the earth. But because the continents 
were relatively isolated, the population of each developed in- 
dependently and grew perceptibly different from the others. 
Thus distinct races appeared. Later, as transportation developed, 
migrations led to the mingling of races, the production of mixed 
groups and even the isolation of new groups. These factors in 
turn have led to the variety of peoples in the world today. 

It was the science of genetics which first explained how differ- 
ences in populations arise (following pages). Though races differ 
genetically, UNESCO's scientists feel that major factors—intel- 
ligence and aptitude—show little or no variation. Environmen- 
tal factors such as education and opportunity, they feel, are 
far more important in producing the differences among people 
today. But as the economy of backward areas advances e1 
vironmental differences will diminish. And as races mingle 
more and more freely, most genetic differences may disappear.

In his log Dr. Bombard catalogued the events of his long voyage— 
rough notes that brought the experience vividly back to him later. A 
storm smashed down on him at night after he had been out less than a 
week. “Great clifflike waves burst astern,” he said, “washing me in 
ghostly foam and rushing past me on both sides. One minute I perched 
atop them like a surfboard; the next, I was in a hollow so deep I could 
barely feel the wind, and the world seemed bounded by marbled walls 
of water.” The little rubber raft bounced through it. Then his sail 
tore. He had brought a spare, which he hoisted. It split too. He sewed 
the first one together. This time it held. “Ah, that was a good sail,” 
he recalled, "a faithful sail. It never failed me again.” 

His worst experience came near the end of the voyage. For 18 days 
he was becalmed and his log became a record of anguish: “. .. no wind! 
I am stricken with a terrible diarrhea and bleeding hemorrhoids. I 
don’t dare eat anymore.

NEW ART CENTER 
FOR ARKANSAS 


In 1946 the University of Arkansas at Fayetteville hired a new chairman 
for their small art department. He was a young Ozarkian named David 
Durst, painter himself, who contended that workshops and studios were 
just as important as art history courses and that all the arts should be 
housed together. He was heartily supported by the univers 

president, Lewis Webster Jones, The two men quietly dreamed up a new 
art center which would combine under one roof the departments of music, 


architecture, drama, along with new painting and sculpture cl 
got a famous architect and Arkansan, Edward Stone, to draw up plans for 
such a building, and the state legislature boldly agreed to pay for it. 

By 1950 the pleased and startled citizens of Arkansas discovered they 
had the handsomest art center in America. The percentage of the uni 

tudents enrolled in art courses doubled, the art staff tripled, funds 

for maintaining the art departments increased more than fivefold. People 
from all over the state came to the exhibitions, plays and concerts; and, 
clearly influenced by the new center, 14 modern homes and buildin, 
including a Lutheran church, sprouted in Fayetteville almost overnight.

THE TRUTH ABOUT KOREA: PART II 


HOW WE 


CAN WIN 


Our allies, firepower and the lessons from combat 
can end the self-imposed and senseless stalemate 


frre “Uan Fel? 


N my eighth day in Korea, when the 
Chinese Reds opene: spring 
offensive of 1951, the ROK 6th Divi- 


sion was up in the front lines between two 
American outfits. These South Korean 
soldiers were moving forward slowly 
cautic some of the most mour 
ous terrain of all, trying to find out what 
if anything lay ahead in that sector. Sud- 
denly they found themselves in front of a 
mass wave of Reds. What happened then 
was a major debacle. 

The front-line units of the ROK 6th Di- 
vision simply disintegrated and disappeared. 
Division headquarters, alarmed when radio 
reports stopped coming in, found that we 
had no front line at all in that sector. There 
were just a few stragglers here and there try- 
ing to escape to the rear. The Chinese were 
pouring through mile after mile without op- 
position. There was nothing we could do 
about it. The Reds sent a column through 
the hole and it went 25 miles deep into our 
territory before it lost its momentum. On 
the shoulders of this penetration the two 

ts were desperately threatened 
with envelopment. 

The air was thick with condemnation of 
the Roks that day! Everywhere—in the 
nearby battle lines and at headquarters all 
the way back to Seoul—our soldiers were 
damning the South At the first 
sign of trouble they had collapsed: they had 
threatened our whole Army with extinction. 
They were just no good and it was useless for 
us to be getting shot at 5,000 miles from 
home in our futile effort to help them. 

Such were the first hasty conclusions. But 
what were the facts 

The ROK 6th Division at that time con- 
sisted of 10,000 soldiers to whom we had 
furnished only the most limited firepower. 
They had rifles and light machine guns.

They had no heavy machine guns. They did 
not even have hand grenades. They had a 
few 60- and 81-mm mortars—no heavy 4.2 
mortars like those the U.S. troops we 
using—and very little mortar ammunition. 
What few artillery p s they had, less than 
a single battalion of 105-mm howitzers, were 
practically useless because of the lack of 
roads where they were fighting, 
se 10,000 lightly armed sold: 
‘ht into the r of a mass Chin 
ck: they had collided with no less thi 
four full Chinese armies advancing at full 
tilt. Out of the 10,000 Roks, 6,000 were 
quickly killed or wounded. The others had 
no choice but to flee.

over rougher terrain than any other unit on the central front. 

In the 22 months I was in Korea the reconstituted 6th Division 
was in the front lines constantly thereafter except for a four-week 
breather. For the last 14 months it has held one of the most crucial 
and hardest-fought sectors without any relief at all. 

Regardless of anything else you may have heard, the Korean is a 
great soldier and a wonderful ally. I have always believed in de- 
veloping loyal allies. And I have never seen much sense in trying 
to judge a man’s fighting qualities until you have given him enough 
training and enough firepower to stand up in battle. 

There are peoples all over the world who are firmly on our side 
with their minds and hearts. They will gladly be on our side with 
their muscles as well, provided we go to the trouble of getting them 
started with their training and equipment. This is perhaps the only 
way the world can be kept free in the long run, for the U.S. can 
never hold all the possible fronts against Communism by itself. 
Our aim should always, in my opinion, be to help our friends to 
help themselves. 

When I went to Greece in February of 1948 to help the Greek 
army fight the country’s Communist guerrilla bands, P had heard 
some fairly uncomplimentary things about the Greek soldier. I 
soon discovered why. The Greek soldier had practically no training 
or equipment and no over-all plan of operation. He was being used 
just to sit around on guard duty, waiting fearfully for the guerril- 
las to strike where and when they felt like it. 

At that time the guerrillas held most of Greece’s rural areas 
and were within 13 miles of Athens. By 1949—when the Greek 
soldier had been trained, equipped and given the mission of attack- 
ing the guerrillas in their own lairs—the army was methodically 
wiping them out. 

‘The Greek proved himself a very hardy soldier. He got along 
with little, endured hardships, took suffering, learned fast, obeyed 
orders and was inspired by the cause he believed in. I found that 
the Korean is a similar sort of man and perhaps even hardier. His 
faith and morale are superb, and he knows exactly why he is fight- 
ing.

all their organizations, are 100% behind the war, They cannot 
stand to see a man of military age at home; if the men ever 
faltered the women would demand to carry the guns. 

The Roks now number over 600,000. We have trained about 
20,000 of their officers—over 1,000 of them in military schools in 
the U.S. They are organized into 16 divisions and are capable of 
producing four more divisions immediately and maintaining all 20 
divisions indefinitely in hard battle. They hold two thirds of the 
front line today. They are great fighters, and all the American 
soldiers returning from Korea today, having watched them when 
they had sufficient training and equipment, will tell you so. 

Besides the Roks, our own U.S. troops and the other U.N. units 
have the invaluable help of the Korean Service Corps, the unsung 
heroes of the war. As far as I know there has never been anything 
like this outfit in tary history. It represents a sort of con- 
scription of civilian manpower; its members are men exempt 
from the military draft. From 35 to 60, all Korean men are subject 
to being called up into the Service Corps, where they serve for a 
minimum of six months, doing everything to help win the war 
short of actually firing a gun. I found the Service Corps existing 
in an informal way when I arrived in Korea, and I am happy that I 
was able to formalize and expand it. We arranged to feed the corps- 
men, clothe them in our old uniforms and fatigues and give them 
the equivalent in Korean hwan of about $20 a month in U.S. money 
to send home to their families. The ROK government gives the 
men a certificate of loyal service, like an honorable army discharge, 
when they finish their tour of duty. 

In just as full measure as the ROK army deserves credit for 
military bravery and efficiency, the Korean Service Corps deserves 
our nation’s eternal thanks and honor. The corpsmen are brave 
men, too; they work right up at the front lines and often move in 
just behind our first attack wave; thousands of them have been 
wounded or killed. They perform dozens of chores for our Army; 
they unload trucks, build roads, clean weapons and take over KP 
duties. When the battle rages and our troops make an important 
advance, taking over a new hill, the Korean Service Corps performs 
its most valuable job of all. In terrain where no truck can travel, 
the corpsmen carry in our supplies—our heavy timbers for bunk- 
ers, our ammunition and rations. They are used to carrying things 
on their backs, these Koreans, and they can perform incredible 
feats of strength and endurance. As small as he is in stature by our 
standards, the Korean can in a single day shoulder a pack of 100 
pounds, start out uphill, carry his burden for 10 miles, set it down 
and return to the starting point. 

There are 100,000 men of the Korean Service Corps attached to 
our Eighth Army. Without them we should certainly have to send 
at least another 100,000 men of our own to Korea and perhaps 
even more, for these allies of ours do things that we ourselves 
could never do. They are a good right arm to our soldiers, and 
every man in our Army has been happy to see them approach, 
sometimes bearing a heavy wooden box of ammunition and some. 
times in easier days a five-gallon container of ice cream done up in 
an insulating wrapper. Hard as the work is, they seem to love it,

and one of the most heartening sights in Korea is to watch one of 
these men gradually begin to consider himself a proud and integral 


antidote to the problem of our soldiers’ brief servic if 
Army. Because the corpsmen perform practically all our house- 
keeping chores and manual labor, our own men can devote their 
full time to being professional combat soldiers, either in actual 
combat or in training for it. 

Even though our soldiers spend only about eight to 10 months 
in Korea before they are rotated, even though they usually start 
out with nothing more than the 16 weeks of basic training, they 
leave Korea with an intensive education in warfare. If a big war 
ever comes and we have to call them back to service, any general 
who gets them will be a fortunate man indeed. This is perhaps the 
most hopeful factor about an otherwise sordid war. We are train- 
ing, even if at horrible cost and as yet with no beneficial results, 
a group of men who if the need came could return to the Army as 
the world’s finest hard core of trained reserves. 

For the help we receive we have most to thank the man who 
combines the best qualities of the Koreans, their intelligent, cul- 
tivated, indomitable and much misunderstood President Syngman 
Rhee. I wish I could bring the American people to know President 
Rhee as I have known him. For a man said to be 78 years old he is 
truly amazing. For almost two years he out went with me to the 
front lines and training areas an average of about once a \ 
under all kinds of conditions. When we had to travel by jeep in 
cold weather, he would shrug away my apologies and smile at my 
concern. Then he would climb up into the jeep and ride there with 
his fine face and his fringe of white hair standing up out of his 
parka like the sun shining from above a dark cloud, 

He lives in a very uncomfortable house in Pusan built by the 
Japanese during their occupation of Korea. He will not permit any 
money to be used by his government for his own comfort: every 
cent must go to his army to win freedom for his people. Some of his 
officials once suggested to him that the dignity of his position 
required that he have his own airplane for his trips around the 
country. His response was immediate and emphatic."If I had an 
airplane,” he said, “I would want it to carry bombs to the enemy.” 

It has been my good fortune to meet the outstanding statesmen 
of many countries of the world in the last nine years of my Army 
service, and I want to state that of them all Dr. Rhee stands oui. 
His people of Korea are not well educated. They have been shut in 
and deprived of opportunities for information and for personal 
elopment for the last half century by the Japanese, who were 
given” Korea with the implicit consent of the U.S. at the end of 
the Russo-Japanese War in 1905. They have heen oppressed by 
landlords, and they have been desperately poor. Their first ex- 
perience with democracy has been under Dr. Rhee.

These Korean people were bombarded by Communist propaganda 
urging them to hate America, to join in murdering landlords and 
to share the loot. Yet President Rhee has been able to make them 
understand the nature of the Communist threat to their liberties. 
He has inspired them with his own cou and endurance. He has 
taken an untutored and disorganized nation and made it one of the 
world’s strongest bastions against Communist aggression. 

When critics call Syngman Rhee uncooperative, I simply do not 
know what they mean. In my efforts to build up the ROK ‘forces I 
was forced to call upon him repeatedly for all manner of sacrifices 
and assistance. He never failed or even hesitated. I can only con- 
clude that the denunciations of his lack of cooperation have come 
from people who wanted him to abandon the goals of his own nz 
tion and accept programs which he felt were ruinous to Korean 
freedom. What he was often asked to render was not cooperation 
but subservience—and we can never build strong and dependable 
allies unless we treat them as sovereign nations. 

Before we condemn him for refusing to accept all our past poli- 
cies, we should consider how much better off we might be if, 
instead, we had “cooperated” with him. He fought with all his 
strength for the privilege of developing a large ROK army for sev- 
eral years before our government finally permitted it. If he had 
had his way, the Communist attack probably never would have 
oceurred. When the truce talks began in July of 1951, he warned 
they were a trick to save a defeated enemy. That has turned out to 
be precisely true. Again and again he has demonstrated the supe- 
rior wisdom of a statesman of great experience and insight. 

We have Dr. Rhee and our fine Korean allies, a people and sol- 
diers whom I love. We have the Japanese, who are happy to be on 
the side of freedom after their unfortunate experience with the 
warlords of their country. Japan is the finest base in the world for 
a war on the Asian continent if we must be fighting one. 

Also with us are the Philippines, the Chinese Nationalists who 
have found refuge on Formosa and the people of the Federation 
of French Indochina. 

Then why are we having such a difficult time in Korea? 


The road to futility 


'HE answer, of course, is that our high policy has elected 

not to exploit any of our advar s, but instead to dig in and 
stay put. Korea has turned into the most futile kind of t 
fare, a contest to see who can dig the deepest fortifi 
pend enough artillery ammunition to penetrate them. 

The fighting has become a throwback to World War I. I doubt 
if any World War II soldier anywhere on the face of the globe ever 
saw anything like the bunkers that are commonplace today in 
Korea. When we capture a hill we start a major engineering project. 
On the rear slope we dig in as if starting a tunnel, shoring up the 
earth with heavy timber as we go. A dugout of this kind is practi- 
cally impervious to enemy fire; the only way to knock it out is to 
stage an advance around the hill and then attack from behind. 

Dugouts at the top of the hill or on the forward slope are much 
more difficult and less impregnable. We dig straight down for 20 
feet or more and then plug the top of the hole with a roof of 
wooden beams supporting a 10-foot thickness of logs, dirt and 
stone. All the work has to be done at night, without showing any 
light that might draw enemy fire, and when it is finished the roof 
must blend into the terrain. If the dugout shows as a pock in the 
hillside, or as a wart sticking up, the enemy artillery gets busy. 
e enemy all the initiative. He can save 
up his ammunition and his strength and strike when and where 
he feels like it. We can only sit tight, hope for the best—and take 
come. 

How different it is when we r ally use our military assets— 
especially our firepower! For an example we need only go back to 
late last fall when the biggest battle in Korea since the sit-down 
was fought. We did not start it; we have been operating in Korea 
under orders not to start anything. The Reds asked for the battle, 
and we merely accommodated thea, Yet the battle proves our su- 
y to the Chinese Reds—and demonstrates an enemy char- 
acteristic that we can take advantage of any time we want to. 

The battle was over White Horse Mountain, one of the stum- 
bling blocks in the early peace talks. At the time the talks began, 
we held the mountain and claimed the right to continue holding it. 
The Reds, not at all frightened by fact, “claimed that they held it 
and were entitled to it and that we should therefore get off. 

As of last autumn we still held it. The ROK 9th Division was 
dug in over most of the mountain. A French battalion held a 
small hill nearby. 
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The Reds suddenly launched a major attack. Their motive was 
anybody’s guess; perhaps they merely wanted to discredit the 
Roks. A whole battalion at a time, or two battalions at a time, once 
even to the strength of five battalions, they rushed the hill. 

The Roks fought magnificently. But they were up against a 
furious attack by three full divisions of the Chinese 38th Army 
—the Red’s very best—and sometimes the battle got too hot to 
handle. We would pull back the Roks and throw all our available 
artillery fire on the mountain, chewing up the ground and the 
bunkers. Then the Roks would move back in until a new wave of 
the Chinese attack threatened to overwhelm them. 

Back and forth the battle raged. The Roks held the mountain 
for a while, then the Reds, then the Roks again. In the U.S. much 
of the press comment was highly critical. Why should we be fight- 
ing so bitterly over a single small mountain? 

I can tell you why. Every time the enemy made an attack our 
artillery took a heavy toll. We soon had the original 30,000 men 
of the 38th Red army down to 15,000. 

As a diversion we had the ROK 2nd Division attack and take 
Ss pines Ridge from the Chinese. The Reds must have been infuri- 
ated to see their own attempt to discredit the Roks result in the 
Roks taking a hill from them, a terrible loss of face, for they 
sent in their entire 15th Army to try to retake Sniper Ridge. Our 
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THE AMMUNITION SHORTAGE 


General Van Fleet considers the ammunition controversy— 
which raged over his head so hotly after his return—to be 
subordinate to the real issues in Korea and does not discuss 
it in these articles. However the controversy is an interesting 
study in how the right hand of U.S. defense has often 
searcely known what, if anything, the other hand was doing. 

After General Van Fleet told Congress his dramatic story 
of having been constantly handicapped by lack of ammuni- 
tion, some objections were quickly entered by defense offi- 
cials as follows (with answer: 

Objection, by former Defense Secretary Robert Lovett: 
The shortage cannot have been so bad, since at the very time 
General Van Fleet was complaining to higher headquarters 
of a shortage he was also proposing an all-out offensive in 
May of 1951. The answer: In pursuit of the enemy, such as 
the general proposed, artillery plays a relatively small part. 
The majority of the big guns seldom have a chance to get 
set and fire at the enemy; during a pursuit, ammunition 
stocks actually tend to grow, rather than decrease. 

Objection, by Assistant Chief of Staff Lieut. General Wil- 
liston B, Palmer: General Van Fleet used too much ammu- 
nition in Korea anyway. The answer: For over two years 
Korea has been a strange kind of war, mostly a matter of see- 
ing who can dig deepest and do the most artillery damage. 
Moreover we have fewer artillery guns in Korea and each 
must therefore do more work than in France. General Van 
Fleet believes that if we had kept up greater artillery pressure 
against the Reds they would never have been able to mount 
attacks like the costly Old Baldy. The question is whether 
you prefer to spend money or li 

Objection, by Army Chief of Staff, General J. Lawton Col- 
lins: There was never any shortage of ammunition “in the 
hands of our troops.” The answer: True, every gun crew al- 
ways had a “basic load” of ammunition and orders to shoot 
if trouble came. The shortage was not at the front but in the 
pipeline. The reserve stocks in the Far East Command were 
usually below the level approved by the Pentagon itself as 
“serious,” and often below the even lower point regarded as 
“critical.” New shipments had to go into reserve, as much as 
possible, rather than to war. Therefore General Van Fleet 
had to set quotas for daily firing aside from last-ditch defen- 
sive work. These quotas were often only 20% of the normal 
day’s fire. The questions here are: How can you keep the ene- 
my off balance with such a meager quota? What if an all-out 
enemy assault comes when your reserves are below “critical”? 

In summary, there was a serious shortage of ammunition 
in Korea all the while General Van Fleet was there—but 
a lot of people in our defense establishment didn’t know it. 
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artillery got to work again and the 15th Army failed, taking heavy 
losses. Now the enemy rushed back two divisions of its 12th Army, 
which had just been sent to the rear for a rest. 

We inflicted some terrible damage to all the Red units which 
took part in the action. Listening to the Reds’ radio communica- 
tions, as battalions and regiments spoke “in the clear,” without 
code, we heard the most frantic kind of talk. They were out of 
ammunition; they had run out of trucks; everything was going 
wrong. Korean gallantry and American firepower did it. 

Right at that moment, had high policy not prohibited it, we 
could have accomplished just about any mission we chose. We 
could have sent an armored column through the weakened part of 
the Red lines and enveloped their entire front-line army. We 
could have made an amphibious landing behind their lines. 

We did none of these things, of coui and when the Reds 
decided to break off battle on Nov. 10 we let them. At that we had 
them in bad shape. Their manpower and supplies were so exhaust- 
ed, just from this limited engagement, that December became the 
quietest month of the war and January was nearly as quiet. 

In this case the Reds themselves gave us the opportunity for a 
final victory, But we know enough about the enemy now to be 
confident that we can bring about the same situation ourselves. 
Any time we want to beat the Red; Korea, we can create our 
own White Horse Mountain—and this time follow it up. I cannot 
say too much here without getting into the realm of military se- 
crets, but I guarantee you it can be done. 
time for decision is close upon us. President Eisenhower, 
in his historie speech of April 16, gave the Russians every oppor- 
tunity to respond with specific proposals if they have now chan 
their policy and want peace. if they want to join us, as the Presi- 
dent put it, in seeking “throughout Asia as throughout the world, 
a peace that is true and total.” 

I doubt that the Russians will respond. I have seen the Com- 
munist enemy's design unfold for many years now. I have seen his 
tricks, and I have seen that what he thinks is good for him is bad 
for the U.S. and for free peoples everywhere. 

I believe I know the Communists. I observed them and their 
tacties for 29 months in Greece. Then for 22 months in Korea I 
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BATTLE OF WHITE HORSE MOUNTAIN, which General Van Fleet 
says left the Reds ripe for defeat last fall, started when they threw three divi- 
sions (112th, 113th, 114th) across the no man’s land between the opposing 
dug.in lines. Thess jons tried head-on assault and pincers against ROK

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saw the fallacy of a weak policy in dealing with them. When the 
Communists advance armistice proposals, you can be almost sure 
there is a joker in the pack. 

As far as I can see, there is no possible basis for a genuine politi- 
cal settlement in the Far East with the aggressive and ambitious 
Chinese Communist regime. That regime. with the Kremlin as its 
silent partner, is waging war on the free world in Korea and Indo- 
china and is preparing to wage war against Formosa. Its objective 
clearly is to bring all Asia into the Communist fold as a part of the 
grand design for a Communist world. 

To ignore that central stubborn fact or to appease the Red re- 
gime in China is to imperil our own survival. Even if the prisoner 
of war issue is settled satisfactorily. if everything else seems 
to be going well in the truce tal insist, in political dis- 
cussions with the Chinese Reds, that they make a peace that will 
apply not only to Korea but to all Asia as well. 

If the Reds will not accept a free, strong and united Korea and 
peace for the other Asian fronts as well—and I see no reason to 
dare hope that they will—we have four alternatives: 

1) We could withdraw our forces and let Syngman Rhee and 
the Roks shift for themselves. This would be utter tragedy. South

Korea is an experiment in setting up a free democracy in Asia. If 
we desert it, we lose all face in the Pacific. 

We had to go to South Korea’s defense in 1950 and we have to 
stay there now. Otherwise Korea will be butchered by the Com- 
munists, leaving the Red armies free to overrun all of southeast 
Asia. Outflanked India will have to come to terms with the Com- 
munists. So will our loyal friends in Japan and the Philippines. 
All Asia will be lost to Communism, and the Pacific Ocean becomes 
a Communist highway. 

2) We could continue the present stalemate or sit-down. This 
would mean a fatal loss of morale among our forces and the Roks, 
and eventually nothing less than our defeat.

The war is a training school for his forces. He observes our tac- 
tics and rotates his armies to give all his soldiers the finishing 
course we offer him in modern warfare. The Chinese Red knew 
nothing about modern war until he became our pupil, but he is 
learning fast. He is also in a fine position to demand more and 
more equipment from the Russians. 

3) We could agree to some kind of expedient truce or armistice 
in Korea, leaving that nation divided and all issues unsettled. We 
can easily predict what would happen then. The Communists would 
string out the political discussions endlessly and use them for their

We would be continually insulted in the discus- 
sions but on our part would be forced to ‘regard the aggressors as 
an “honorable antagonist.”” All democracy-loving people, especial- 
ly in Korea and Asia, would suffer a dras s of morale. 

With his clever use of Communist dialectics and propaganda 
the enemy would play up the truce as a great Communist victory— 
which indeed it would be—and use it to divide us from our allies 
in the Far East. The first target in this campaign would be Japan. 

Our military position in Korea would deteriorate through stag- 
nation, We would certainly have no heart as a nation to resume 
the war. At the same time the enemy would be free to enlarge his 
forces, run his airstrips all the way up to the battle line and | build 

up enormous stockpiles of equipment free from any interruption 
by our Air and Navy to his supply lines. 

We fell into the trap of a virtual cease-fire once before. It has 
since cost us many more casualties than we would have suffered 
in carrying the war to a final conclusion in 1951. 

1) We could achieve military victory over the aggressor. And 
this to me is the only one of the four alternatives that makes 
any sense. 

It would be foolish to deny that there would be great risks in- 
volyed in the decision to win the war in Asia. Certainly there 
would be risks—but we crossed that bridge when we went to war 
at the side of the South Korean in June of 1950. 

I am fully aware that military victory in Korea may mean that 
my children and I may have to fight some more and may even have 
to die. But in the long view I am confident that this is the only 
way we can save our grandchildren from fighting and from certain 
defeat, for if Communism takes over all of Asia then the whole 
free world must eventually fall. 

Unless the Red Chinese regime abandons its plans for conquest 
of all . we have to eliminate that regime. We have to beat its 
armies in Korea and help Chiang Kai-shek and his soldiers return 
to the mainland and liberate their nation, I am sure that the Chi- 
nese people are still our friends, despite the tyrannies of the pres- 
ent Red rulers and all the venomous outpourings of the Red propa- 
ganda and hate campaigns. The love of freedom among the Chine: 
people is surely not confined to the few millions of Chinese on 
the island of Formosa—the problem is how to restore its voice. 

There is no easy way out. The only bright side to the picture is 
that victory in Korea is much easier to obtain than our govern- 
ment’s weak policy in the past would have indicated. 

Yes, victory will have its cost. But this war is costing us men 
every day and will continue to cost us lives until the Chinese Reds 
are converted and defeated. A war of attrition such as we are now 
fighting in Korea will cost more casualties in the long run than an 
all-out battle for victory. Warfare is alwa ly and the sooner 
it is over the better. 

I have looked the Chinese Red in the eye and this is my verdict: 
If ever I should be called back to fight him again, I would go with 
a confident heart. 

If we retreat from the Communists in Asia, as I see it, we are 
lost anyway. 

What are we afraid of?

Store onions, carrots, potatoes in a cool, dry place. 


Do canned and frozen 
vegetables contain vitamins? 


Yes, they do, often more than fresh vegetables that 
have been stored too long.
